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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on March 20, 2008. 
Claims 18-27 & 29-36 are pending and are allowable for reasons of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 18-27 & 29-36 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record, Bessho et al. (JP 09-1 10982), does not 
disclose, teach, or suggest a functionalized polyazole comprising at least one of the 
specified imidazole units of formulas (la), (lb), (1c), and (2), where Z is the 
phosphonate of formulas (4) or (4'), wherein the functionalized polyazole of claims 18- 
24 can be obtained by the process of claims 25-27. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
